COAL CRISIS 


t happens in the remaininc: ten 


•-days of August may determine whether 
Calvin Goolidge is to be elected to the 
presidency in his own right. 
It would 


Cbe too much to say that executive hand- 
|3inp of the controversy between the hard 
coal operators and miners which threatens 
'a strike, would decide the presidency, 
"but it perhaps is not too much to say that 
the qualities of leadership and govern- 
mental wisdom displayed by Mr. Coolidge 
in this emergency may lay the ground- 
work for such a decision. 


"vThat the public expects is a settle- 


ment. It has long been evident that the 
public could not determine from the pro- 
paganda and partisan statements of the " 
operators and miners where the equities 
of their disputes'lie. Thexreport of the 
coal commission confirms the belief of 
coal consumers, that they cannot rely 
•upon the representations of either and 
that these representations are biased and 
misleading. The events of last week in 
connection with the movement inaugurat- 
ed-by-the-president-to get the operators 
and miners together disclosed a. tendency 
to split hairs and to quibble ofer non- 
essential facts. 


Leaders of the miners and operators are 


in joint session at Atlantic City this week 
in a final effort to reach an understanding 
by direct negotiations. In the event that 
-they fail the country expects action by the 
president to prevent a suspension of min- 
ing on September ist. 
It does not know 


exactly what the action may be. but it 
depends upon the .president to make it ef- 
fective. It expects Mr. Coolidge to wield 
the "big stick" that Mr. Roosevelt em- 
ployed with such good results in a sim- 
ilar crisis some twenty years ago.

mining industry. If the president is

pelled to intervene he probably will have 
to offend one side or the other. The pub- 
lic will not care about this. The chances 
are ten to one that the public, provided 
it gets coal, will say that the president 
did right. It hopes that the president 
•will, in case of g deadlock. Sx thesrespon- 
sibility. If he does the chances are that 
the public will approve hi* judgment. 
knowing that he will be in the best posi- 
tion 1o tix the responsibility and that he 
•will do so without prejudice.

The "Wisconsin department of

American Legion in convention at Superi- 
or declared in a resolution adopted that 
it considered Lieutenant-Governor George 
F. Comings of Madison ''unfit to hold a 
public office" because of his alleged utter- 
ances "relative to the national guard, 
which were insulting and untrue and re- 
flected upon our honored dead and un- 
becoming a person in his position."

THE ANEanO CHILD 


Anemia moans lack of blood.^elther a diminished 


number of red corpuscles or a diminished proportion 
of hemoglobin (the substance which gives the red 
corpuscles color) or both. To know that a patient 
Is anemic Is not enough, but wo must try to find 
out what is responsible for the anemia. In order to 
overcome the trouble. 


Anemia, in other words, is not a disease condi- 


tion which may be successfully treated without re- 
gard for the cause in any case. There are a great 
many different causes to bo considered by tho physi- 
cian in the diagnosis of a case in which anemia is 
present. 
Certainly it is useless for one with ane- 


mia to Imagine that some iron in the form of medi- 
cine will answer the needs. Suppose, for example, 
the cause of the anemia in a given case Is latent 
or unrecognized tuberculosis or a "silent" abcoss 
in a tonsil or at the root of a'crowned or filled 
tooth which feels all right: how futile for the ane- 
mic one to resort to iron "tonics" in the vain hope 
of stopping the destruction of hje blood cells by the 
poisons given off from the un/ecognized focus of in- 
fection or disease. Not only Is the popular habit 
of taking medicine which purport to build blood gen- 
erally fruitless but In many cases it proves harmful 
since valuable time is wasted while the useless ex- 
periment is tried, and the disease or poisoning goes 
on unrestrained meanwhile. 


In rare cases anemia is really due to abnormal 


restriction in the diet—a shortage of the iron ration 
—and In such cases no doubt iron in the form of 
medicine is quite as available and useful to the body 
as is iron in the form of ordinary food. 


I can mention only some of the numerous cause" 


of anemia in children. In order to show the im- 
portance of a proper diagnosis In each case before 
any treatment is undertaken. 


Tuberculosis or syphilis, congenital or inherited: 


frequent slight bleeding of any kind, or a severe 
hemorrhage: bottle feeding without supplementary 
items such as fruit Juice, vegetable broths, meat 
brctfhs and so on. diseased tonsils: adenoid enlarge 
ment: chronic nephritis: prolonged infection or sup- 
puration of any kind: keeping a child on a diet of 
milk for too long a time—far into the second or 
oven the third year: feeding children tea and cof- 
fee, and permitting them to have cocoa in lieu o£ 
more adequate food; allowing .them to have sweets 
and candy a! irregular hours, thus destroying the 
natural appetite for more essential foods. 


The child's appetite for sugar, sweets, cookies, 


pastries, candies, cake, ice crea/n and the like is not 
unnatural and should be reasonably satisfied, but 
these Items should be given only as dessert, and 
not at all hours or at any time when the natural 
appetite should be first satisfied with a meal The 
child needs sugar if he Is a regular child actively 
playing and'uslng its muscles. He can worry along 
without sugar and candy: perhaps, if he is a namby- 
pamby and takes no part in rough games or play.' 


Confinement for hours every day In an overheated 


room where fresh air is considered harmful—as :n 
ordinary school room—Is an important cause ot an- 
emia: lack of at least an hour of open air life 
every day is another cause which must be charged 
up to "home work" In some schools.

Taking care of an orphan girl who has been sadly 


neglected. She has nits In her hair. She has long 
hair and I can't take her to a barber to have her 
hair bobbed until her head is clean. She is 12 years 
old.—Mrs. G. G. 


Answer—That is fortunate for the girl. It would 


be unwise to have her hair cut. You can remove 
the nits by drawing small strands of hair care- 
fully and patiently tnrough a soft cloth wet each 
time with hot vinegar. You can destroy the lice by 
saturating the hair with kerosene and leaving this 
on t&e hair for three or four hours (meanwhile see- 
ing that the child Is kept away from fire or flame) 
and then a thorough shampoo. It is never justifi- 
able to clip, cut or bob a young woman's hair.

the beginning of the campaign. 


Cecil Rhodes^ was 
pretty 
nearly 


right vqlien he iald that the confusion 
of tongues at Babel was the great- 
est blunder mankind ever committed, 
and that all should have been con- 
tented for all time with a single 
language; though 
doubtless 
there 


will be wide dissent from his added re- 
mark, that of course that on§ langu- 
age should have been the 
English. 


The fact is that there, is scarcely any- 
thing to which men are 
more 
at- 


trached than their native languages. 
They are more ready to change their 
form of government or their religion 
than their speech. 


Note the inveterate 
antagonisms, 


the persistent 
controversies,

have arisen over 
language—as 
in 


South Africa, in Hungary before the 
World war. in Russian Poland, even 
for a time' in Canada. 
The glib pro- 


posal that all men should renounce 
their native tongues and all jabber 
nothing but Volapuk 'was a striking 
example of fools rushing 
In where 


angels fear to tread. 


Three of the greatest languages in 


history have in certain periods 
en- 


joyed universal use for certain 
pur- 


poses, but none of them. Greek. La- 
tin or French, ever wholly displaced 
a single other tongue of importance. 
Dean West of Princeton 
prudently 


alms not at the supplanting of any 
languages, but at the provision of an 
auxiliary 
to -supplement 
existing 


languages, especially 
in diplomacy 


and commerce. 


Of such an auxiliary there is un- 


questionably need, and there Is more 
to be said in favor of "a simplified 
Latins' for filling it than of any other 
that has ever been proposed. 
Latin 


is one of the oldest of existing lan- 
guages and not an artificial contriv- 
ance: it is not now specifically identi- 
fied with any one nation and is there- 
fore exempt from jealously:i it 
is 


perhaps already more widely" known 
than any other, and it is easy, beau- 
tiful and particularly practical and 
effective. 
To many 
of us not 
the 


least of its recommendations would 
be that the proposed use of it would 
continue and Increase 
acquaintance 


with the vast treasury of Latin litera- 
ture which forms an essential founda- 
tion of real culture.

The widow or other per- 
sons interested in the estate as heirs 
at law or legatees .should consult 
some responsible attorney and put the 
matter into his1 hands to be attended 
to for them. 
"Whether an attorney is employed,

"The county court then makes an

said: "Before the date set for hear- 
ing- of claims against an estate, the 
heirs or legatees or others Interested 
ought to examine the claims filed and 
determine whethe1- they are proper 
claims. On the dat» set for the hear- 
ing, the court hears proof and allows 
or disallows claims filed, as may be 
adx'ised. 


"When the amount of claims has 


been determined, the executor or ad- 
ministrator should pay the same, if 
he has the money belonging to the 
estate. If he has not, it may be neces- 
sary to convert securities by selling 
them or by selling other personal 
property and in som» cases by sale of 
real estate. It mav also become nec- 
essary to sell personal property or 
real estate In order to secure the mon- 
ey with which to pay the legacees or 
specific bequests. 


"Th* executor or administrator has 


GIVE ANOTHER BOND 


"The administrator or executor is 


also required to give -the court a bond 
with one or more sureties and for the 
amount as the court may determine 
for accounting to the court all money 
that may be received on such sale. It 
Is also necessary that the adminis- 
trator or executor take oath that he 
will discharge his duties in respect to 
such sale- according to law. 


"Having been authorized to sell the 


real estate described, the adminis- 
trator or executor must advertise the 
proposed sale by notice published in 
a newspaper in the county, and also 
to post copies of notices in the ward 
of the city, or village, or town where- 
in the land is located. If the highest 
bid at the sale is not equal to or in 
excess of the appraisal, the adminis- 
trator postpones the sale and may sell 
the property at any time within one 
year at private sale. 


"The 
administrator .or executor, 


having paid the debts, expenses of ad- 
ministration, or having1 the money to 
pay them, and the legacees remaining 
unpaid, he is required to present to 
the court a. flnal account showing all 
receipts of the property, including 
money, by him and all disbursements 
made by him and the amount of per- 
sonal property In bis hands on the 
basis of the appraisal made by the 
appraisers. 


"With the final account he flics a 


petition asking for the allowance of 
his account and assignment or trans- 
fer of the residue of the estate to the 
heirs at law or lopatees. Thereupon 
the court by written order fixes the 
time for the hearing of the petition 
for and examination of the flnal ac 
count and orders the publication of 
such hearing In a newspaper of the 
county. 


"In Outagamie-co the court also re- 


quires that notice be mailed by the 
administrator or executor to every 
heir and legatee at least 20 days be- 
fore the hearing. The reason for this 
is that tho majority of^the heirs and 
legatees, if they are not residents of 


the county In which the court is.held, 
do not read th<> notices published In 
the paper. 


SCRUTINIZE REPORT 


"On the date fixed for the hearing 


the Judge closely examines the flnal 
occount and satisnes himself that the 
administrator or executor has faith- 
fully accounted for all property wliich 
has come into his control, that he has 
paid all debts allowed, that he has 
faithfully administered the estate and 
is ready to turn over the residue to 
such persons as may be entitled 
thereto. AH persons interested in the 
settlement of the estate and the dis-, 
trlbution of the personal property 
ought to* be present at that hearing 
FO as to protect their own interests 
and receive their shares. 
In fact, 


however, very few heirs or legatees 
are present at such hearing. A great 
majority of heirs .'.rd frequently also 
legatees appear *o be entirely indif- 
ferent to the whole proceeding and 
pay but little attention to the adminis- 
tration of the estate by the adminis- 
trator or executor." 


One thing for which the courts will 


hold the administrator responsible is 
the paying of Inheritance taxes. This 
is paid out of tho share received by 
each heir or legatee when the inherit- 
ance or legacy Is over a specified 
amount. The exemption for a widow 
is $15,000. that for the 
sons and I 


daughters ?2.000 e.ich. The tax rate 
on money in excess of these amounts 
is 2 per cent. 


Legatees distantly related to the 


testator must pay 8 per cent on the 
excess, and the exemption for them 
is only $100. Where the amount' is 
$25,000 to $50,000, the rate is doubled 
on the excess over $25,000: when from 
$50,000 to S100.000, the rate is trebled: 
when $100.000 to $500,000. the rate is 
quadrupled: when the amount is over 
$500,000, the rate is flve times the or- 
iginal rate on the excess over $500,000. 


The county court determines the 


amount of tax to be paid on notice 
first given by the administrator or 
executor to the tax commission or to 
:he public administrator of the coun- 
ty, who in this county is Joseph Kof- 
fend. Jr. 
It is the duty of the ad- 


ministrator to see that the tax is paid 
the county treasurer -who forwards 
tho state's share to Madison. 'A mi-' 
nor Inheritance tax is also levied by 
the United States government and 
collected by a revenue officer.

Estates are sometimes placed 
in 


trust by order of the testator and are 
administered by trustees. Where the 
decedent has no heirs and makes no 
will, whatever Is left after the ex- 
pense of administration is paid, goes 
to the state of Wisconsin. 


Referring to the matter of guard- 


ianships. Judge Bottensek said: "Ev- 
ery person under the age of 21, who 
has real or personal property, requir- 
ing care and management may have 
a guardian" appointed by the county 
court to have charge of the adminis- 
tration of the estate.
